A  weekly  collection  of  both  domestic  and  trade  refuse  is 
given.  Bulk  refuse  from  domestic  premises  is  collected  free  of 
charge . 

A  Civic  Amenity  Tip  is  provided  at  Wigston  Road.  The  site 
is  open  24  hours  per  day  during  weekdays  and  until  11.15  a.m. 
Saturdays,  and  is  extremely  well  used. 

All  refuse  is  processed  at  the  pulverisation  plant  before 
the  residue  is  transported  to  the  East  Norton  Tip.  The  plant 
has  worked  well  during  the  year  and  in  view  of  the  large  increase 
in  refuse  plus  Civic  Amenity  refuse  there  is  no  doubt  that  with¬ 
out  such  a  plant,  tip  space  would  now  be  almost  exhausted.
